Out  of  the  income  of  the  Trust  the 
Lecturer  has  to  defray  the  whole  expenses  in  connection  with  the  Trust 
including  the  management  and  law  expenses  and  the  net  amount  available 
for  the  lecturer  depends  very  much  upon  how  much  he  expends  upon 
printing,  advertising  and  hall  rent  &c. 


If  you  can  see  your  way  to  accept  the  position  your  tenure 


would  run  from  15th  May  1908  to  15th  May  1912  and  in  the  ordinary  scheme 
o^  the  Lectureship  you  would  be  expected  to  deliver  your  lectures  in 
Scotland  during  the  months  January  to  April  1910.  I  was  specially  in: 

: struct ed  to  state  that  the  Trustees  were  prepared  to  modify  the  conditions

It  has  been  impossible  to  hold  a 
meeting  of  the  Duff  Lectureship  Trustees,  but  your 
letter  of  lay  28th  has  been  circul ated  amongst  them, 
and  Ur  Tod  mill,  I  understand,  be  writing  to  you 
stating  the  result  of  the  interchange  of  opinion . 
May  is  simply  out  of  the  question .  The  students 
would  not  be  accessible,  and  in  that  month  the 
meetings  of  Assemblies  are  held .  It  seems  to  us 
also  most  inadvisable  that  the  delivery  of  the 
Lectures  should  be  compressea  within  three  weeks . 
This  would  not  only  mean  a  tremendous  strain  upon 
yourself  delivering  a  lecture  upon  eighteen  out  of 
the  twenty-one  days ,  out  it  would  also  involve  >00 
great  a  demand  upon  the  time  of  those  who  wished 
to  attend  all  the  lectures.  There  are  also  other 


considerations.  I  know  that  the  remuneration  is 
not  so  very  large  as  to  justify  us  in  insisting 
upon  your  giving  so  large  a  portion  of  your  time. 

On  the  other  hand,  everything  possible  will  be  done 
to  minimise  your  outlays,  and  I  need  hardly  say 
that  hospitality  will  be  provided  for  you  during 
all  your  stay  in  Scotland.

I  am  glad  to  hear  of  your  safe  return  to  New  York.  Mr  Henry 
Ted,  the  Clerk  to  the  Duff  Trustees,  was  in  New  York  and  was  sorry  that  he  hao  to 

leave  a  few  days  before  you  were  expected  to  arrive.
